I 
Ini:;i''diately on passage of the law ' 
steps will tie taken to <iiuip a nun:her 
of large dehydrating or evaporating 
plants for potatoes. Excess storks of 
potatoes will be put thru these plants 
as rapidly aa poesible. relieviag the 
demand on storage space aad pro- 
viding a potato product for export 
which will save mlllloas ot toaa of 
shipping. 

Potatoes contain • ighly l vi^ per 
cent water. With tbis water taken 
ont. tba potato roqaires less shipping 
space, walgba laos aad will keep in- 
finitely better. 

Out of each 1.000 tons of potatoes 
for export to France we will 'irst re- 
move 850 tons of wati r. dnly 150 
totns of vessel space will he required 
instead ot 1,000 tons, and the S50 
tons ot water eaa be put back in 
again when tbe potetoee are prepar- 
ed for eating in France. 

These dehydrated potatoes lose 
none of their nutritious or edible 
qualities in the process.
